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LORD NORTHCLIFFE. 


ORTHCLIFFE, at the invita- 
N tion of Joseph Pulitzer, on Jan. 
I, 1901, directed a Twentieth 
Century Edition of the morning New 
York World, based on his ideas of the 
paper of the future. The issue was in 
thirty-two four-column pages, with 
_all stories of 250 words or less. North- 
cliffe’s “portable, pocketable, logical- 
ly arranged journalism,” however, has 
never been taken up except in the 
cases of a few individualistic publi- 
cations. 


The staff of the World, as a joke, 
came to work that night in evening 
dress. Northcliffe espied one editor 
in business clothes and remarked 
briskly: “That man has the right 
sense of humor; he shows some orig- 
inality, too.” Later the editor was 
invited to join the staff of the Daily 
Mail and became one of its principal 
stockholders. 


On Oct. 26, 1917, Northcliffe, visiting St. 
Louis, called a Post-Dispatch reporter to his 
side on the Ridgedale Country @€lud golf 
links and said: ‘“‘That grand old gentleman, 
Joseph Pulitizer, was my very intimate 
friend. I owe to Mr. Pulitizer the founding 
of the London Mirror (pictorial daily), 
which has a circulation of 2,500,000 copies 
an issue.”

Hard to Get In. 

ETTING into the House of 

Commons is a complicated pro- 
cess, almost as difficult as effecting 
the industrial upheaval necessary 
to taking a hot bath in a smal!

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

The outstanding feature of President Harding § 
strike message, notwithstanding it was ‘sicklied oer 
with hesitancy and postponement, was the proposed 
strenethening of the transportation act He wants 
that law amended so that both carriers and workers 
will be obMged to abide by the decisions of the Rail- 
road Labor Board. Remarking that compulsory ar- 
bitration was Weligrately omitted” from the origina! 
act. his baste in effect. is that compulsory ar- 
hitration now be deliberately inserted into that law. 

The President undertakes to justify his recom- 
mendation b¥ citing the peril to industry and to pub- 
lie health and life when the power to suspend a basic 
utHity is vested in a special group. The public wel- 
fare. he insists. cannot be subjected to the hazard of 
interruption in the functioning of indispensable utili- 


ties. Though transportation is the subject under dis- 


eussion the argument applies to any essential utility. 
The public's need of protection against suspension in 
the coal-mining industry, for example. is as urgent 
as in transportation 

Whether public opinion has crystallized in favor 
of compulsory arbitration may be questioned, but 
there is no doubt that public anxiety is turning to- 


, = 


wards compulsory arbitration as the logical and in 
evitable next step. : 

Should Congress carry out the Presidents sug- 
ceestion there could be no misunderstanding the na- 
ture of this departure. Compulsory arbitration would 
be a mile post in our industrial evolution. If the de- 
cisions of the Railroad Labor Board are to have the 
force of court opinions bdinding alike upon railroad 
employers and employes. it means that the strike as 
a weapon is illegalized.

have failed? It is a serious question. On the other 
hand. there is the public welfare. Can any group 
insist upon a right the exercise of which is destruc-

One thing is certain Indispensable utilities like 
transportation and fuel must be kept operating. Their 
suspension means destruction. That compulsory ar- 
bitration would maintain permanent industrial peace 
cannot be asserted. That the present crisis urges the 
trial of such a plan is manifest. And if compulsory 
arbitration should fail in practice, then the next step 
would be in order—Government ownership and opera- 
tion of the basic utilities. Public opinion, We are 
sure, in which is included the majority of union labor. 
would be in favor of giving compulsory arbitration a 
fair trial before going to the alternative extreme. 


While there has been some talk of a tariff com- 
mission composed of experts, those who really appre- 
ciate the splendid loyalty of the congressional ma- 
jority to the fine old traditions of the G. O. P. are 
sure that that majority will never do anything so out- 
rageous as to leave the tariff to men who know some- 
thing about it

Seeing Things at Night

NEW YORK, Aug. 129. 

ROBABLY every one of us, 
Pp when small, has had a lot of fun 

in creeping up behind a person 
and sudenly shouting “Booh!” It is 
curious to find the practicdé persist- 
ing into adult dife; and it is still more 
curious that people should pay for 
the privilege of being frightened. 
Crane Wilbur, the author of “The 
Monster,” may have come by his 
notion through observation in 
amusement parks. There he could 
see people crowding to get into de- 
vices which turn them heels-over- 
head, joggle them, twist them, 
break their spines, and in other ways 
annoy them. “The Monster’ belongs 
to this school of entertainment. It 
is a drama of discombort. 

Of course, “The Monster” may fall 
to terrify you, but that will hafdly 
be the fault of Crane Wilbur. He 
has tried his best co create situa- 
tions too horrible for human endur- 
ance. Indeed, gleeful reports came 
from the press department of the 
attraction, while it was still on the 
road, that fainting women were be- 
ing carried out from every per- 
formance. New York is either more 
shrewd or more heartless. At any 
rate, nobody fainted at the first 
night on Broadway. Two critics 
left before the play had ended, but 
it is not likely that they were over- 
come. Perhaps they never forgot 
that it was just a play. On the 
other hand, a well known ingenue, 
sitting in an equally well known res- 
taurant immediately after the per- 
formance of “The Monster,” de- 
clared publicly that she was much 
too frightened to go home alone. 

One of the things which mitigates 
against the play's frightening any- 
body much except ingenues, is the 
fact that Mr. Wilbur has not been 
content to try his luck with just 
one, big, sudden “Booh!” He keeps 
saying it throughout three acts. Aft- 
er a time, mankind can be bored 
even out of terror. 

The chief character tn “The Mon- 
ster” is a scientific lunatic, a med- 
ical man gone mad. To his lonely 
house, through strange devices, he 
lures travelers by night. Once _ in- 
side, they are trapped. Beds fold up 
and smother people, and couches 
sink through the floor into the doc- 
tor’s subterranean laboratory. This 
is his chamber of horrors. The pro- 
ducers cal! the play a “merry thrtll- 
er,”” but that is asking a good deel 
of your sense of humor. In the last 
act. for instance, we find the hero 
strapped into a model of the elec- 
tric’ chair, while the heroine is tied 
to an operating table. The mad 
Ziska stands over her with a com- 
plete set of scalpels, inclucing a 
niblick. Fortunately, the poor girl 
ia unconscious at the moment, hav- 
ing been drugged with opium. But 
the hero knows what is going on, 
and Ziska also telis him what is 
about to happen. He intends, he 
says, to vivisect the young lady. 
After that he purposes to electro- 
cute the young man in an effort to 
see whether it will net be possible te 
bring him back to life again. How- 
ever, he happens to wander away for 
a moment, and a hideously deformed 
character slips into the room and 
Lj tes the hero, who catches the 
doctor an4é straps him into hie own 
electric cheir and everything ends 
happily. 

Now, a playgoer is In a peculiar 


predicament when he confronts -a 
scene of that kind. If the illusion 
is good enough to convince him for 
the moment that real things are 
happening, he will inevitably have @# 
horrible time. If he doesn't believe 
he will be bored and irritated at the 
tedious, trumpery mechanics of the 
effort. We were among thé unbé- 
lievers. Partly, perhaps, because we 
did not want to believe. 

The newspaper reviewer is often 
accused of being too jaded for the 
good of the theater, but this is an 
error which he needs, to enable him 
to repeal with sufficient contempt 
the attempt to place the drama on 
the level of putting a spider down 
a little girl's neck. 


The Gtrl and the Gob. 

ERTAINLY there can be n0 
C compiaine against the easy 

charm of the new Belasco pfra- 
duction which is called “Shore 
Leave.” Once again the old Squire 
has turned out the loyal peasantry. 
But although “Shore Leave” is pret- 
ty consistently sweet, a little of.it 
is true. The first act is genuine 
light comedy of a high order. The 
rest of the manuscript is probably 
no more than a variation from pret- 
ty good to no good at all, but it is 
at such points that Belasco has 
come to the rescue of Hubert Os- 
borne’s comedy. When the char- 
acters have nothing in particular to 
say Belasco rushes around back- 
stage and introduces thé sound of 
surf. If you don’t care much for 
the conversation, it is soothing to 
listen to the waves. Indeed, it 
seemed to us, that Beiasco had rath- 
er improved the ocean. We do not 
remember ever having encountered 
a swish quite so regular in rythm or 
so musical In sound. In the real 
sea there comes a wave every now 
and then which proves a dud. Mr. 
Belasco'’s ocean is much too well re- 
hearsed for anything like that. 

Hubert Osborne has also made « 
good déal of use of the Atlantic. His 
is a sea more gentile and considerate 
than that which rages through the 
drama of O'Neill. So much sugar 
and cream has been acded that one 
can hardly detect the salt. But 
there is also a dash of lemon. The 
humor of “Shore Leave” is genuine 
and often keen. 

The two major characters are well 
drawn and exceptionally well played.

FTER a lapse of 34 years, is baseball history 
about to repeat itself in St. Louis’ 

Will that most coveted prize of American 
professional sport. a major league base- 
ball pennant, again float over Sportsmans 
Park. where it has not been buffeted by 
vagrant bDreezes in more than a genera- 
tien?” That is the question uppermost in the minds of 
St. Louis fans. most of whom have never seen a pen- 
nant and some of whom have only vague recollections 
of the last one which St. Louis could call its own, away 
back in 1888. 

Hope deferred maketh the heart sick and the sick- 
ness of heart from this cause has been acute among 
haseball followers in St. Louis in those 34 rears which 
have dragged their weary length across the records of 
baseball since the Prowns last won a pennant. 

But now it is different. The deferment of hope 
seems to be near its end. Old Man Gloom has stepped 
into the bex once too cften. We are hittinc his fast 
ones. bunting his outshoots down the third-base line 
and meeting his hops half way and poling them over 
the rightfield fenc& The poor oid fellow can't last 
much longer. We seem to hear that portentous cry: 
“Take him out.” . 

The St. Louis rooter is not only having a vision. 
He is seeing double. [mn his mind's ere he sees not 
one, but two pennafits. floating over the oid park. 
which is used by both the American and Nationa! 
League teams in St. Louis. and which has never been 
devoted to any use but baseball since it was abandoned 
as a cow pasture in the early ‘4s. 

For in each of the major leagues the team represent- 
ing this city is within strikime distance of the pen- 
nant. At this writing, Aug. 10. the Browns of the 
American League are in first’place and the Cardinals 
of the National League are also in first place. 


In 1885, 1886. 1887 and 1888 the Browns battled their 
way to first place in the American Agsociation, then one 
of the two major leagues. in I886 ther won undying 
fame by defeating the Chicaco team of the National 
League in a series for the world’s championship. This 
was a series of seven games. [t was arranged that 
three games were to be played in Chicago and three in 
St. Louis, and that in the event of a tie the seventh 
game was to be played in CincinnatlL The final came 
was not plaved. as St. Louis won four of the first six. 

Here again history has a chance to repesi itself. If 
the Browns win the American League pennant this 
rear they will piay a world series with the pennant 
winner of the Nationa] League, and. as was the case 
thirty-s'x years ago. they will have the opportunity 
to establish their supremacy in the world of baseball. 

The Soy rooter of that day is a middle-aged man now, 
but not too old Lo be thrilled by an encore. Perhaps he 
has moved over from the bleacher section to the grand- 
stand. but he yells as lustily today when Kenny Wil- 
liams whales one into Grand boulevard as he did more 
than thirty years ago when Tip O'Neill walloped one 
into Sullivan avenue. Perhaps. also. be talks of the 
“good old days” and points to Tip O’Neills batting 
average of 492 in 1887. as compared with Kenny Wil- 
liams' batting average of .315 in 1922. What he does 
not tell. probably because he has forgotten it, is that 
when O'Neill was piling up his high batting average 
he had many advantages over the present-day batter. 

In those “good old days” a batter who got a base 
on balls was credited with a basehit. He could call 
for a high or low ball and he need hit only at those 
which came at the desired height All others were 
caiied “balls.” though they split the plate. Another 
advantage was that four strikes, instead of three, put 
the batter out. Still another point for the batter was 
that the pitcher was not permitted to “wind ap.” The 
rule said: “He must hold the ball before delivery fairiy 
im frent of his body and in sight of the umpire.” 

Other practices in the game aiso favored the slug- 
gers of those days. Most of the infielders did not

“We used to lay down bunts and 
work the squeeze play, just as they 
do now, and we started a iot of 
the inside stuff that the baseball 
writers talk so much about now- 
adays. in fact, we could do everything they do now, 
except get the money. 

“The highest salary I ever got for being the star 
shortstop on the best baseball] team in the world was 
$2400 a year. That's just about one-tenth of what they 
pay Hornsby and some of the other star infielders now. 
When I started playing baseball for the Springfieid 
(Ill.) team I got $50 a month. Some of the owners and 
managers had a way of getting part of the salary back 
in fines. ; 

“Chris von der Ahe, owner of the Browns, was very 
strict in his notions as to what an infielder should 
be expected to do. I remember once when a sizzling 
liner went over my head. I! reached for it, but couldn't 
get within a foot of it. Von der Ahe stormed at me for 
not stopping it and threatened to fine me, but the other 
players talked him out of it. The scorers weren't any 
more generous, either. Lots of slams which would go 
for hits nowadays were chalked up against the fielders 
as errors. Once when I was playing in Philadelphia 
a hot grounder hit me on the shin and broke a small 
bone in my leg. While they were carrying me off the 
field the official scorer was marking up an error against 
me. One thing we never heard of in those days was 
the expression, “too hot to handle,” as an excuse for 
givine the batter credit for a hit. A player was often 
charged with an error if he merely touched the ball 
as it went whizzing by, and sometimes when he didn’t 
touch the ball, but when, in the judgment of the 
scorer, he should have made a greater effort to get 
it. This cut down the batting averages and at the same 
time it was unjust to the fielders. 

Gleason recalis probably the only instance in which 
a world’s champion baseball! team went on a strike. 

“We were on our Eastern trip and there was a Sun- 
day open date,” he said. “Von der Ahe arranged for 
us to play an exhibition game with a nezro team in 
New Jersey. One of the boys (I think it was Latham) 
drew up a protest against playing a negro team on Sun- 
day. We all signed it. Von der Ahe accused me of 
drawing it up and told me I was fired. When the 
other boys heard of it they all went on a strike. They 
packed their things and were ready to start home when 
Von der Abe gave in and reinstated me. 

“In those days there was no baseball commission or 
no Judge Landis for the players to appeal to. After 
we won the American League pennant in 1887 Von der 
Ahe told us we were to play for the world’s champion- 
ship with Detroit, the National League pennant win- 
ner. We asked him what we were to get and he said: 
‘You get nothing. You're working for me and you'll-do 
as I tell you or you'll all be fired.’ We had to piay that 
world series without getting any share of the receipts. 
We lost.”

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the receipts, the distribution to the winners was pitia- 
bly smal] as compared with present-day melon cuttings. 
It was agreed that the winning team should take all. 
The total receipts for six world series games were 
$13,920.10. Von der Ahe took half of this and dis- 
tributed the remaining half among the Browns play- 
ers, each of whom received $580 as his share. 

At the conclusion of last year’s world series, each 
member of the winning New York Giants received 
$5265 and each member of the losing New York Yankees 
received $2510. 

One of Gleason's most vivid recollections is the 
roughness of the fans in some of the big league cities 
and the intense sectional feeling aroused by the con- 
tests. He recalis one lurid afternoon when the Eclipse 
team of Louisville got into a wrangle with the Prowns 
at Sportsman's Park and refused to finish the game. 
After the contest had been declared forfeited to the 


_ Browns the Louisville players left the park, followed 


by spectators, who bombarded them with wooden-bot- 
tomed seat cushions taken from the grandstand 

The bombardment continued with more formidable 
missiles after the visitore had climbed into a bus on 
Grand avenue. The street had been freshly spread 
with macadam and a large section of the crowd followed 
the bus to Easton avenue, a distance of nearly a mile, 
hurling stones at the ballplayers. 

“Feeling always ran high at the eines,” said Glea- 
son. “Intoxicating drinks were sold in the grandstand 
and there were many fights. Women didn’t go to the 
games much in those days. We were playing in Balti- 
more once and the Mayor was in the grandstand. in 
running down to second Curt Welch, our centerfield- 
er, bumped into Greenwood, the Baltimore second base- 
man, and knocked him down. The Mayor ordered 
Welch arrested. This was done and it broke up the 
game. The next day Welch was fined $5 by a Police 
Judge, although Greenwood testified that the collision 
was his fault. as he was blocking the bag. We often 
had to have a police escort in going from the train to 
our hotel and more than once crowds ran after us 
throwing stone and brickbats.

LAND where a boy can enter the mills “at 
11, learn two trades, acquire a sound busi- 
ness education and make a competence in 
his thirties is not such a bad country as 
the hot-headed Reds would have us be- 
lieve.” 

So declares James J. Davis, the former 
metal worker who is now Secretary of Labor in Presi- 
dent Harding’s Cabinet. The paragraph summarizes 
his own career, one of those life dramas which have 
been enacted so often in America. the land of prom- 
ise, but not always with such ample success. 

It is an engrossing book, this autobiography which 
has recently been published under the modest title 
of “The Iron Puddler” (The Bobbs-Merrill Co.). “I 
believe I am the first puddler that ever described his 
job,” says Davis, “for I have found no book by a pud- 
dler in any American library.” 

The words indicate the tone of the book, which, 
written in an easy, humorous, often epigrammatic 
style, will probably take its place with such books 
as “The Making of An American,” by Jacob Riis, and 
“The Americanization of Edward Bok.” 

Bootblack, cowherd, messenger boy, worker in a 
nail factory, helper in a rolling mill, iron puddler, labor 
leader, holder of various political offices, fraternal or- 
ganizer and now Cabinet member, it Is a story to en- 
courage many others than the son for whom it was 
originally written. 

Davis’ father and grandfather had been fron workers 
in Wales, and the father came to this country ahead of 
the family, so that he might earn the money for their 
passage across the ocean. The future Secretary of 
Labor was not yet eight years old when Mrs. Davis 
and six small children arrived by steerage at Castle 
Garden, in April, 1881. When they had passed the 
immigrant tests, they found that somebody had made 
off with their baggage, including the precious feather 
beds. 

* “This was the first rea] tragedy of my mother’s life,” 

says Davis. “All the joy of setting foot in the new 
land was turned to dismay. The stored-up pleasure 
with which she awaited the greeting of her husband 
was dashed in a moment, like sweet water flung upon 
the ground. When I saw the anguish in my mother’s 
face, I was sobered tc life’s responsibilities. The song 
had died out of her heart, and I must make it sing 
again. 

“While she was crying in distraction,.I wrapped my 
own tearful face in her skirts and prayed to God that 
I might grow up !n a day—that He would make my 
arms strong, so that I could go to work at once earn- 
ing money to replace the lost feather beds. * * * 
Before the month was out I had found a job in the new 
country and was earning money. I gave all my earn- 
ings to my mother. I have been earning money ever 
since. As long as I lived at home I turned over all 
my wages to mother. When I went away I sent 
her weekly a percentage of my earnings. This I have 
ever continued: to do. 

“My love for my mother and her grief at the loss of 
the feather beds turned a careless boy into a serious 
money maker. This led to the study of economics and 
finance. A man’s destiny is often made by trifles light 
as feathers.” 

Love of parents and home, friends and fellow work- 
ers, is one of the outstanding characteristics of the 
book, although it is far from sentimentalism and does 
not interfere with several knock-down-and-drag-'’em-out

' fights which are described tn the narrative. 


“Front my father I learned many things,” says 
Davis. “He taught me to be skillful, and proud of it. 
He taught me to expect no gift from life, but that 
what I got I must win with my hands. He taught me 
that good men would bring forth good fruits. This was 
all the education he could give me, and it was enough.” 
Of his mother he says: 

“From my mother [I learned to sing. She was al- 
ways working and always singing. There were six 
children in the house, and she knitted and sewed and 
ba’ed and brewed for us all. * * * And all her 
songs were songs of praise. She thanked God for life 
and for strong hands to labor for her little ones.” 

The family finally settled’at Sharon, Pa., and, with 
the loss of those feather beds still on his mind, little 
James started out to earn money. First. he caught 
enough fish to buy a shoe-shining outfit, then he built 
up a trade among the commercial travelers at the ho- 
tel who, he says, “all were dudes and dressed like 
Sunday every day.” Then the boy got himself ch the 
payroll to the extent of $1.25 a month for driving the 
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hotel cows to and from 
their pasture. — 
“One of the touching 
incidents in the book 
occurred in the summer 
of 1884, when times 
were hard, the Sharon 
mill had closed down 
and the father had gone 
to Pittsburg to look for 
work. James, now 
eleven, was scouring 
the town for any odd 
job which would earn 
a nickel. He says he 
used to carry notes be- 
tween sweethearts, pass 
show bills and ring a 
handbell for auctions. 
An organized char- 
ity had opened head- 
quarters to collect 
clothing and money for 
the destitute workers. 
James went there and 
as*’ed Miss Foraker. in 
charge; if they needed 
an errand boy. She explained that there was no payroll. 
“I saw a blue serge boy’s suit among the pile of 
garments,” says Davis. “It was about my size and 
had seen little Wear. I thought it was the prettiest 
suit I had ever seen: I asked Miss Foraker how much 
money it would take to buy the suit. She said nothing 
was for sale. She wrapped up the suit and placed the 
package in my arms, saying: ‘“That’s for you, Jimmy.’ 
“I raced home and climbed into the attic of our little

constant din of the mill, the half-naked, soot-smeared 
fellows doing their heroic toil, the patches of white 
heat glarine from the opened furnace doors “like the 
teeth of some great, dark, dingy devil grinning across 
the smoky vapors of the pit,” had fascinated the boy. 

Soon afterwards he joined the Sharon town band, 
for love of music is a deep-seated characteristic of 
Secretary Davis. He be- 
came a master pudcier 
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at the age of 16. At 
‘hat time there were but 
five boys of that age 
«bo had become fuil- 
fledged puddiers. Here 
is one of his interesting 
comments on the metal 
industry: 

“Life in these milis 
is a terribie life,’ the re- 
Tormerse say. ‘Men are 
ground down to scrap 
and are thrown out as 
wrectage.” This mary 
beso, but my life was 
spent in the milis and I 
failed to discover it. I 
went in a stripling and 
rrew into manhood with 
muscled arms as bie as 
a bookkeepers  iegs.

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weaklings, but neither 
was tree felling, Indian 
fighting, road mating 
and the subduing of a wild continent to the hand of 
man, as was done by the whole tribe of Americans 
for the sheer joy of conquering the wild. 

“There is something in man that drives him forward 
to do the world’s work and build bigger for the coming 
generations, just as there is somethitig in nature that 
causes new growth to come out of oid dirt and new 
worlds to be continually spawned from the ashes of 
old, played-out suns and stars. When nature ceases to 
moid sew worlds from the past decay, the universe wil! 
witber; and when man loses the urge to build and goes 
to tearing down, the end of his story is at hand.” 

It was during the early years at Sharon, while little 
Davis was going to schoo! and earning al) he could 
at shoe shining and other odd jobs, that he got the job 
of telegraph messenger boy, and incidentally received 
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impressions whick moved him strongly in after years and 
were instrumental in the founding of a great school. 

For Davis was perhaps the guiding spirit in estab- 
lishing Mooseheart, the educational institution con- 
ducted by the Loyal Order of Moose, 37 miles west of 
Chicago. The combination farm, school and town of 
Mooseheart is the home of more than 1000 fatherless 
children and more than 100 mothers who are there with 
their children, besides some old men whose working 
days are over. The sympathetic heart of a little tele- 
graph boy was its genesis. 

“Of the many death messages that I bore to the 
workers’ homes in Sharon, few found a home that 
was able to last a day after the burial of the bread- 
winner. He had failed to make provision for such an 
accident—no savings in the bank. no life insurance. As 
soon as the worker was stricken, his children were at 
the mercy of the world. I saw so much of this that the 
pity of it entered deep into my boy heart and never 
afterward could I forget it.” 

As young Davis carried his telegrams, and saw 
the tragedies of the poor, the problem stared him in 
the face and his boyish mind came to these conclu- 
sion: 

“When a laborer dies, his little children are scattered 
to the winds. Brothers and sisters may never see 
one another again. When a man with property dies, 
his children are kept together. Their future is made 
safe by the property. 

“Labor provides for today. 
tomorrow. 

“That truth was driven into my mind when I saw 
one family after another scattered by the death of a 
laborer. * * * From that day on, I argued that 
we should buy a home and save a little every day 
for capital. It was our duty thus to protect ourselves, 
should our fatber die. against being scattered among 
str2anzgers.” 

As director-general of the Loval Order of Moose, Davis 
built up the membership to more than 500,900, mostly 
working men. and a small weekly assessment upon 
ell these foster fathers has created a plant at Moose- 
heart now vz ued at more than $5,000,000, and they pro- 
vide a rever. 2 of $1,200.000 a year to maintain and 
enlarge it. hich is quite a substantial outcome for 
a little erranc boy’s dream. 

Put meanwhile, as a skilled worker in iron and 
then in tin, Davis had become a leader of organized 
labor, emerging slowly from the ran*s as he worked 
at various places. including Pittsburg. Niles, O., Birm- 
ingham. Ala., Elwood, Ind., and even a peonage camp 
in Louisiana, bis experience at which place is not the 
least interesting part of the book. 

It was while working in a tin-plate mill at Elwood 
that Davis had an ambition to become City Clerk. His 
opponents started a story that Davis was a wild Welsh- 
man. from a land where the tribes lived in caves and 
wore leather skirts and wooden shoes: that he had 
had his first introduction to  pants-wearing people

when he'came to America; that he had not yet learned 


to speak Enelish, could not spel] bis own name and 
could not count above ten. The publication of these 
charges in the opposition paper, says Davis, offered 
him his only chance of election. 

Thereafter the candidate went Jo all his meetings 
with a bie slate. with which he demonstrated to the 
audience his ability at writing and at doing sums in 
arithmetic. But it looked bad for the Republicans, 
and Davis was much discouraved. Late one night 
be was walking past the office of the opposition editor. 


“Tl happened to see him in his front office, and on «a 
sudden impulse I went in. took hold of his collar and 
gave him a good licting. The next day he bawled me 
ovt worse than ever. He said I was not only a wild 
Welshman and a bloc*head, but. what is more deadly 
still, I was a gorilla and an assassin. 

“And the next day I was elected.” 

He was the onlv man on the Republicen city tic*et 
who sneceeded. After fovr years in that office he was 
ele-ted. by a large majority. to be County Recorder of 
Mad‘son County. at Anderson. Ind., and heid the place 
from 1992 to 1907 inclusive. In the latter year he be- 
came director-general of the Moose. During his term 
as County Recorder Davis had saved money, for he was 
unmarried then and with no dissipation but books. 
Thrs the tin wor*ter had become a small capitalist. By 
the time he was 40, he says, he was rated as a pros- 
perovs man. 

One of the interesting things about this book is the 
author’s conservative attitude om the vexed questions 
of capitalism and the richts of labor. By virtue of « 
special resolution. he still carries his union card and 
pays his dues. 

In 1914 Davis was merried to Miss Jean Rodenbaugh 
of Pittsburg. and their family consists of a son and a 
daughter. Before he became Secretary of Labor, the 
famiiv divided their time between Pittsburg and 
Mooeeheart. Now they reside in Wash'ngton. 

“When will man’s turmoil cease, when will he 
find calm?” writes Secretary Devise in conclusion. 
“] do not know. I only know that toil end strug- 
gie are sweet, and that life well lived is victory. And 
that calm is death Man mest face an iron world. 
but he is fron to subdue it. The lessons of my life 
were learned at the forge and I am grateful for my 


schooling.” 
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War Department issues a citation giving 


Distinguished Service Cross to Maj. 
Andrew S. Rowan, retired, for 
exiraordinary heroism—Information 
which he gathered in a perilous 
journey through the Spanish 
enemy’s lines was of great value in 
the war to free Cuba—WMilitary 
moves, then closely guarded, are 
now revealed—Rowan’s exploit 
was the subject of a famous preach- 


ment by Elbert Habbard. -:- 


ITHIN “the past two or three years 
thousands of men in all ran*s of the 


with medals and crosses for acts of 
heroism Many posthumous awards 
have been made. This was the na- 
tion's wav of showing its esteem to 
those who rendered signal service in time of need. 

The decorations, without exception, were conferred 


for deeds during and since the World War. There- 
fore. it was an extraordinary event when, the other 
day, the lists announced the presentation of a deco- 


ration to a veteran of the Spanish-American War. 

Juiy 21, 1922, the War Department issued a citation 
awarding the Distinguished Service Cross to Maj. An- 
drew S. Rowan, retired, for “extraordinary heroism” 
at the outbreak of the Spanish-American War, more 
than twenty-four vears ago. Little or no explanation 
is available as to the reason for the delay. One reason 
is that he seemed to have been “overlooked.” Another, 
and perhaps more plausible, f that the Distinguished 
Service Cross was not in vocue at the time. 

There is just one slight thread of connection be- 
tween wha. he did in 9S and the World War. It is 
the claim that his heroism was cited as an example 
t» the men preparing for that conflict. Rowan’s ex- 
pioit was the subject of an essay, “A Messaze to Gar- 
cia.” which Elbert Hubbard wroie in the Philistine, and 
which has been printed in every language. This was 
ueed extensively in recruiting and training for the 
World War. 

The citation. which follows, gives none of the de- 
tsils, but only the outlines, of Rowan’'s thrilling per- 
formance. a 

“For extraordinary heroism in connection with the 
operations in Cuba, in May, 1893. At the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American campaign Lieut. Rowan, under 
@iszuise. entered the enemy lines in Oriente, crossed 
the Island of Cuba and not only succeeded in delivering 
a message to Gen. Garcia, but secured secret informa- 
tion relative to existing military conditions in that 
region. of such great value that it had an important 
bearing on the quick ending of the struggle and the 
complete success of the United States Army.” 

Some twenty-three vears azo Rowan’s work was the 
subject of narratives and popular enthusiasm. It 
opened the was for Hobson and Sampson and for the 
victories in and around the Island of Cuba. The real, 
confidential detail® remained untold. It is believed 
they are here presented to the public for the first time. 
A report by the now Maj. Rowan was made to the War 
Department under date of April 14. 1922. From it the 
Post-Dispatch is enabled to get the details that form 
the basis for the story 

It shows how Uncle Sam moves under the surface. 
Things occur at Washington frequently that cannot 
be detected between the lines of the newspaper stories. 
Rowan’s deed was one of them. 

Long before the soidiers were entraining for the front 
he was preparing the way. He was the first American 
officer after declaration of war to enter Cuba His 
movements and the success attending them were in 
very great measure responsible for what was done later 
and for the termination of the struggle in the short 
period of 1066 days. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles recommended him. upon his 

return, for promotion to Lieutenant-Coionel. 
“Gen. Miles appreciated from the first,” Rowan said, 
touching this, “the vital quality of the information that 
my penetration of the Spanish lines had placed at his 
disposal; and from that time things began to move. 
Expeditions to aid the insurrents and harass the enemy 
that had failed of their object by reason of the lack 
of information, and other causes, now began to reach 
their destination with clocklike precision. Amonc 
these was the Florida expedition to Banes Par, piloted 
by the guides that [I had brought back with me, and 
carrying back Col. Hernandez, who. upon rejoining 
Gen. Garcia, made the arrangements for the concentra- 
tion of about 5000 Cuban troops at Aserraderos, to art 
in conjunction with the American army and navy ia 
the pending Santiago campaign. 

“At Aserraderos Gen. Garria met Admiral Sampew 
and Gen. Shafter, and arranged the detaile for the .t- 
tack on Santiago de Cuba. This meeting was a direct 
result of my five hours’ conference with Gen. Garcia 
May 1. 1898, at Bayamo: the concentration could not 
have been effected so promptly had I not brought ba * 
the means to accomplish it.”

Rowan completed his work in one month, gatherirg 
all the data upon which to formulate the movement 
of troops. When President McKinley ordered the army 
forward the military information had been brougit 
“up to date.” 

“In speaking of the happy results of my rapid transit 
across the theater of war and through the enemy's 
lines.” Rowan continued, “Col. Wagner. who had 
transmitted the order that had sent me on my way, 
said to me that. taking into account the paucity of the 
information on file at the declaration of war and the 
celerity with which the hiatus was filled, he could 
not help quoting Goldwin Smith: ‘God has been kird 
to children, idiots and the United States.’ ” 

The then Lieut. Rowan was on duty April 8: 1998, 
in the office of military information in the War De- 
partment at Washington. At noon of that day Mai. 
Arthur L. Wagner, just referred to as Col. Wagner. 
who was then Adjutant-General, notified Rowan ac 
had been selected to carry out a decision made that 
morning at a conference between President McKiniey 
and Secretary of War Alger. This was to send an 
officer to Eastern Cuba (Oriente) im case of war to 
ascertain the military conditions in that region, which 
was likely to become the theater of war, and to bring 
the War Department's information up to date. 

Lieut. Rowan had no time for long farewells to 
friends or relatives. Orders were orders and he was 
a soldier. He had only to carry them out, even if they 
meant hfs captmre by the Spanish forces. Capture 
would have meant death at sunrise. or sooner. He 
packed up what he needed at once and left Washington 
that midnight. The next day at noon, April 9, he 
embarked from New York on the Atlas Line, S. S. Ad- 


, rondack, for Kingston, Jamaica, British West Indies. 


“Maj. Wagner's instructions to me.” Rowan said in 
his recent report, “were delivered orally and were. in 
brief, to proceed to Kingston, Jamaica, by the first 
available transportation and there make arrangements 
to get into Cuba upon receipt of a cipher telegram to 
that effect. Once in Cuba I was to bring the military 
data up to date and conduct myself in accordance with 
my surroundings. I was authorized to attach myself to 
any body of insurgents operating in the field if the 
Cuban commander might so elect. I was to carry ao 
papers other than such as might serve to identify 
me with the American Consul-General at Kingston 
and through him with the Caban junta. In this con-

What 
I bad come for I had got- 
ten. It was for me to get 
it back to the War Depart- 
ment as promptly as pos- 
sible. I recalled that. in a 
case of this vind when ‘tis 
done. then ‘Iwere well it 
were done quickly.” 

Rowan was accompanied 
by Gen. Enrique Collazo. 
Col. Carlos Hernandez and 
Dr. Vieta. an exper@® in 
tropical diseases. He had 
to swim the Cauto River 
next morning, a few miles 
above the head of naviga- 
tion, “Cauto-el-Embarcade- 
ro,” where the Spanish 
troops were embarking for 
the coast of ‘Manzanillo. 

“My course across the 
Island of Cuba,” -Rowan 
continued. “may be rough- 
ly described as astride the 
seventy-seventh degree me- 
ridian—the meridian of 
Washington—ewing slight- 
ly to the east to reach Bay- 
amo, thence slightly to the 
east, then slightly north- 

est until the meridian 
was touched at Victoria- 
de-las Tunas. thence to the north coast. approximately 
along that line to the Gulf of Maniti, where our party 
arrived about sunset, May 5. 1898. 

“From s mangrove swamp on the west side of the 
Manati inlet our sailor guides drew a smal! ship's boat 
of about 104 cubic feet capacity. too small to accommo- 
date all our party. who, reduced to six—three officers 
and three sailors—must sit upight for several days 
and nights, with our supplies under our seats and be- 
tween our 

“Dr. Vieta was. accordingly. sent back with our aban- 
doned mounts, and at 11 p. m. we boarded our craft 
and made our way through the narrow neck of this har- 
bor, passing under the guns of a smal! Spanish fort 
on the eastern side of the inlet. Here we azain 
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entered the Spanish lancha patrol limits, and at day 
light were out of sight of the Cuban littoral and wel 
on our way to Key West via Nassau, New Providence 
Bahama Islands.” 

The American Consul-General here, Mr. McLean. en 
abled the party to board the schooner Fearless for Ke: 
West, where they arrived May 13. 

“Thence I proceeded to Washington, D. C., where 
reported to the Adjutant-General, H. C. Corbin. wh: 
congratulated me on my safe return and at once dis 
avowed the wording of a telegram that he had dis 
patched to me at Tampa, placing the responsibility fo: 
the error on some subordinate in his office. He there 
upon offered to conduct me ‘through the private way 
to report to the Secretary of War, Alger. The Secre 
tary, after hearing a narrative account of my journey 
congratulated me in high terms, and then directec 
me to invite the two staff officers of Gen. Garcia. whorn 
I had brought back with me to Tampa, to Washinzton.’ 


Gen. Miles, on May 23, or one month after Rowan hac 
started for Jamaica, recommended that he be mad: 
“a Lieutenant-Colon@of one of the regiments o 
‘immunes.’ ”’ 

“Lieut. Rowan,” wrote Gen. Miles, “made a journey) 
across Cuba, was with the insurgent army under Gen 
Garcia and brought most important and valuable in. 
formation to the Government. This was a most peril. 
ous undertating and in my judgment Lieut. Rowar 
performed an act of heroism and cool daring that has 
rarely been excelled in the annals of warfare.” 

Rowan s exploits were not without drawbacks. “Let 
it not be thought for a moment,” he said, “that my task 
was devoid of the usual concomitants of personal ad- 
Vantage, peity envy and low ambition on the part ot 
those who should have sunk out of sight every motive 
but the common good. Of such I may mention a per- 
sonal quarrel between the United States Consui-Gen- 
eral at Kingston, Jamaica, and members of the press: 
and the miswording of Adjutant-Genera!l Corbin’s tele- 
gricn, which he was_so prompt to disavow.”

“A report of this kind necessarily involves in large 
degree,” he said, “the persona) equation and the ego 
to an unusval extent, unavoidable, indeed, since my 
mission depended on myself alone for its conduct. But 
as the Government piaced sufficient reliance upon me 
to trust me to do my work alone, it is but reasonable 
that it should bear with me in accepting my own ac- 
count of how I performed my duty through a trying 
period.” 

He had witnesses to what he had done, some of whom 
he thinks may yet be living. 

“After reporting to the Commanding General of the 
army.” Rowan states, “by order of the Secretary of 
War. I accompanied Gen Miles to appear before a 
Cabinet meeting. At the close of the session the Presi- 
dent. McKinley, concratulated me upon the method in 
which I had performed my tas« of procuring informa- 
tion of the enemy in the enemy's country and ended 
by saying: ‘You bave done a very brave deed.’ With 
these words the circuit of the Presidents verbal or- 
der to ‘send an officer into Eastern Cuba (Oriente) and 
bring the military imformation up to date’ Was closed 
and complete. 

“I had received the congratulations and the thanks of 
every officer to whom I was responsible—the President, 
the Secretary of War, the Adjutant-General and the 
Commandet-in-Chief of the army. And, above all. was 
the vital and liquid quality of the assets of my mission 
—the immediate and practical use that was made of 
the information that my journey across Cuba had made 
available 

“It remains to call to mind the scantiness of the 
military information at hand regarding the paramount 
strategic position of the Island of Cuba in 18%, and 
to express the hope that never again may the advent 
of war find it necessary to dispatch an officer through 
enemy lines to obtain information that should be at 
hand, ready to be passed to the Commanding General, 
xt a moment’s notice, im order to enable him to act 
promptly or otherwise. as the occasion demands. 

“For the winds may not always blow from the right 
direction. as they did in 1898. The marooned insurgent 
General may not always be able, anxious and com- 
plaisant. The return voyage may not always be as- 
sured. And the ultimate authority may not always be 
receptive of information gathered under the circum-

Thus his pictures’of misery are not so much 
direct t.anscripts of scenes he has observed 
—although as a magazine illustrator he has 
given proof of the accuracy of his vision-— 
as the filtration of experience through an 
exceedingly sensitive and responsive spirit. 

His large cenvases. “Poor People” and 
“Those Who Carry the Load,” sincerely and 
simply translate into generalizations the bit- 
ter sorrow of the masses of wage worters 
who are held down Dy oppression and privi- 
lege. 

The tkhographs. from a series entitied 
“War.” could not, of course, be published 
in Germany during the World War. against 
which they were a protest. Censors in the 
allied countries would not permit them toa 
be published. nor even exhibited, for fear 
that the knowledge that not all of Germany 
was infected with the spirit of militarism 
would undermine the martial determination 
of their own people to crush the enemy. 

The series on “War” was finally brought 
out by the Art Institute Orell Fussli, in 
Zurich, and plates from it are here repro- 
duced by permission of the National Council 
for Reduction of Armamen‘s.

“The Bowery! The Bowery! 
They do such things and they say such things 


On the Bowery, the Bowery’ 
I'll mever go there any more. 
ET I was there the otter evening after 
dusk, mooning disconsolately through the 
familiar street. strecx with the pathos of 
mu‘ation. For death is upon the Bowery: 
and, sadder yet, a livinc death. 
This common street that lay there in the 
deepening summer night. filled only with 
hollow noises and fetid smelis, dressed in tinsel and 
palely virtuous’ Was it possible that here had been 
one of the amazing yglaces of the earth? The legend 
zone of riot and license, the warren of strayed human- 
ity, the port for the storm-shaken and tide-broken, 
whose fame was wide as the world—-what had time 
done’? I stood in the darkness of this expiring region, 
thinking of the adventurous women and the turbulent 
men who had colored its past, but looking at the smug 
little shops and the smug little people of its present. 
Two things came into my mind. 
Today there are seven ban*s in the Bowery; yes 
terday there were seventy dives. Only a few years 
ago the business men of this place of evil fame had 


set out to change its name to Central Broadway or. 


Cooper street. I suppose now the business men can 
show that there is more trade in the Bowery than ever 
before, that more money changes hands there in an 
bour now than in a week of the old times. and that 
real estate alorie this street is worth dollars {fo match 
the cents of fifty years ago. But whether those things 
be signs of life is something else again. The low- 
caste Hindu believes that ome may die a man and live 
again as a cat. It may be true of streets. 

The Bowery, in the days of its notortety, 
thoroughfare without a duplicate im any land. [t was 
the Main Street of the American underworld. Long 
ago it was the Fifth avenue of the outlawed. More re- 
cently it declined into a paupers’ alley. a roadway 
through the depths and dregs of our society. 

in the beginning the most dashing adventurers and 
adventuresses came there and dweit there and mae 
merry there, as they do with less fran«ness and mere 
viciousness in the Broadway of today Its wild dives 
and furious peace were celebrated everywhere. Tourists 
from the world’s end were conducted through its tortu- 
ous retreats and went away awed, spellbound; they had 
witnessed “Life.” 

Here the burglar and the gunman and the bricand 
and the bunco man walred about in easy familiarity 
with their neighbors. The rough-and-ready theaters 
opened their doors to an amazing assortment of cast- 
aways, male and female. Saloons and dance halls and 
evil resorts of every sort threw away their keys and 
forgot the hours. And streams of the respectable came 
and patronized the theaters and dives, eager for the 
thrill of observing vice. 

Such a place was possible to the New York and the 
America of thirty to forty years ago. The underworld 
then was a place with a geographical center and fixed 
borders. Its inhabitants were recognized members of 
the community and its evils accepted facts. After a 
time the Bowery got to be too noxious and its denizens 
left it willingly for other quarters of the town or were 
driven out. A great change came down on the old 
street. The theaters and resorts closed, ome by one, but 
the saloons remained open. Old buildings were re- 
modeled into the cheapest of hotels. and soon the Bow- 
ery became the street .of the flop, the tin-can tramp, 
less derelict. ’ ‘ 

As the street of the disinherited and the lost. the 
Bowery acquired a fresh celebrity. It was the capital 
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New York’s former thoroughfare of evil 
fame now a commonplace street of 
small trade—Once the New World’s 
toughest lane of license and levity 
high prices for strong drink, the 


of Hoboland, and the penniless wanderers from al! the 
vast expanses of the contiment drifted sooner or later 
into its sordid embraces. 

The numberiless saloons had a great dea! to do with 
the congregation of tramps and down-and-outs in the 
Bowery. Thirty years ago every morning saw the 
empty beer kegs rolled into the gutters before the 
saloons, where the brewery drays might gather them 
up and leave full ones in their places. In each such keg 
there was a quart or two of flat beer left. that could 
not be spigoted. The tin-an tramps came along, 
tipped up the barrel and got out the last dregs, which 
they carried off in their tin and drank at leisure ir 
the flops. The waterpower and electric beer pump 
put an end to this scavenger drinking. but the home- 
less submerged had got used to the Bowery and 
stuck. 

There were three types of these men of the depths. 
First came the vagrants, or tramps. 
runaway boys in their youth and some 
were young. The open road and the life 
straint had called them early, and then the

stiffs. These were the true hoboes. or genniless tour- 
ists, who went hither and thither across the country, 
wherever transient labors called them and life was not 
too demanding.

He was flying without a parachute 
and clinging to his gas bag. 

But he escaped. The heat from the lava and the 
rising blanket of hot air kept the deflating balloon 
afloat until) it drifted across the crater and dashed Mel- 
ville against the rim of its terrible saucer, a few dozen 
feet above the seething volcanic mass. He struggied 
out and collapsed. 

He quit the Hawaiians after that, but not balloon- 
ing. He had looked death in the eye a dozen times, 
but he continued to fiy. There was a reason. Bal- 
looning paid well, and Melville wanted to amass a for- 
tune and retire to a life of ease and tranquillity. For 
that he was willing to endure al! danger and risk death 
a hundred times a year. 

So he continued to fiy about California for a year 
longer, and the railroads ran excursions that brought 
people from towns and hamiets hundreds of miles 
away to see him. Finally. at Fresno, something hap- 
pened to the apparatus and he fell face downward into 
@ mass of stone at the edge of a quarry. He sur- 
vived, but his face yet bears the horribie reminders of 
that last flight. 

Melville had had enough of ballooning. He turned 
to safer pursuits, such as being fired from a cannon, 
hurled from a catapult and performing his aerial zgym- 
nastics without a net. For seventeen or eighteen years 
he did these stunts with Barnum & Bailey's circus, the 
man of the perilous feature act that drew the biood- 
lusting crowd. 

Melville knew all the time what the attraction of his 
act was for the thousands that came to gape at him 
and gave him grudging applause when he executed his 
feat with the artist's sure and safe precision. He 
understood that he was there to make a Roman holi- 
day. He stared at the gaping faces and knew them 
to be the same that vented shouts of frightful glee in 
the arenas of Nero and Titus.

At last 
he was living and enjoying life.

Bat 
the mother was in an ugly mood and threatened every- 
one who entered the inclosure. The warden called for 
volunteers and I resnonded. I entered the in- 
closure without weapons and made for the calf 
and the buffalo made for me. I circled 
and picked up the calf, who was lying on 
the ground, Dieating with paiu, slung 
it over my shoulder and ran to- 
ward the gate. The mother 
chased me and overtook 
me. She bucked me 
and I was thrown 
heavily to the 
ground. But

caif was smatched away by one of the keepers 
and I followed. I was laid up with cuts and bruises for 
several weeks. 

“Since I've confined my activities to cooking, noth- 
ing very.unusual has happened. There are over 3000 
enimais in the park I either butcher or cook food for, 
and that has kept me busy. The variety of food is 
large, from the split-hoof animals, who eat nothing 
but hay and vegetabies. to the primates. who eat almost 
everything a human does. I have to make custard 
pies, cocoa and biscults for them when they are a trifle 
off their feed. Aad I have to be as exact in my cooking

as I would have to be in cooking for men. Animats 
must have good food or they die. People are some 
times astonished to see the amount of good fruits and 
vegetables we use. They think anything will do for 
animais. But that ien't so. 

“Most of the cooking I do here is for the primates 
They require a lot of potatoes. The birds consume a 
good deal of boiled rice. Then there are stews and 
vegetabies. My biggest jou is dividing up the meat 


which I do 
every morning. 

The cat ani- 

mals are fed 

fifteen pounds 
et meat apiece a 
day. The elephants are 
of course, ‘our most vora- 
cious eaters. One is fed three 
hundred pounds of hay daily. 
Bread is another one of our big food 
items. We use about four hundred 
pounds a day. The elephants eat most of 

that. 

“The reptiles go heavy on mice, frogs and insects. 
We raise those in ovr nursery. Some boys around 
the section make a business of catching frogs and 
rats for us. 

“Dried flies is another curious food we use. Mr. 
Mitchell, the chief clerk, who does the ordering, tells 
me he had to send to England for those. Apparently 
no United States firm is ambitious enough to prepare 
dried flies. We use a good deal of ground bone for the 
young birds. This we prepare ourselves. We raise 
a species of turnip known to us as ‘mangels’ in the 
nursery. This is one of our chief winter foods when 
vegetables are dear. 

“Buying for the zoo requires a good deal of know!l- 
edge about the food markets. After all, we have only 
so much to spend, and we have to buy when prices are 
advantageous. But. market or no market, we muat 
never neglect to get the food, whether it is watermelons 
for the tortoises or dried flies for the birds.”

change, so we require frequent invoices of water to 
keep up with increasing retail outgo. The body in sun- 
mer time is a steam engine, constantly taking advantage 
of the high rate of exchange between liquid and gas. 

For water is twice blessed. It gives a blessing as it 
comes and as it goes. And the latter id the greater, 
though we are not grateful for it. We appreciate the 
coolness of a giass of icewater, but it does us fifteen 
times as much good afterward as it escapes through 
a million potes. A cup of hot tea also may coo! us off, 
tor it takes away with it in evaporation from the skin 
fifty times as much heat as it brought us. 

Water is really what is wanted, although we add vari-. 
ous flavors, call it by various names, and charge various 
prices for it. And it does not matter much what its ini- 
tial temperature is. it will serve its purpose just the 
same. The only important thing is to get enough of 
it at ail times, before meals. after meals, between 
meals and at meale. One can hardly get too much 
of it, but one usually ge‘s too little. 

The regulation of the strength of the various fluids 
of the body is as nicely adjusted as the equilibrium of

temperature. But both are dependent upon an abun- 
dant supply of water. An excess can be easily disposed 
of, but a deficiency upsets the machinery. A pound 
of water a day is about what the body can manufacture 
in its internal laboratory from the hydrogen of the food 
and the oxygen of the air, but this is not nearly enough 
te run it. The automobilist cools down bie combustion 
cylinder by wrapping #t with water and keeping this in 
rapid circulation. We also are propelled by an engine 
using food as fuel in much the same way and we use 
the same device to prevent overheating. 

But we have to evaporate the water to get the fuil 
cooling effect, and this tends to dry us up, to make 
mummies of us. to leave us stranded for want of water. 

Our thirst is thus the longing of the sak that is 
left behind for the water that has departed.

“so here lava from the ancient Ajusco volcano has pre- 
served a chapter of human history, although more 
primitive, yet not less interesting than the worn pave- 
ments and marble peristyles of the ancient city of the 
Italian coast. 

“Cuicullco is an illustration of one of the first pyra- 
mids reared by the ancestors of those tribes who 
adorned Mexico not only with mighty pyramids. but 
also with richly decorated temples and palaces before 
the first century of our era. This crude pyramid, un- 
embellished and unadorned, yet massive and solid, 
stands a mute evidence that the native American devei- 
oped his masterful architecture here on American soil. 

“The excavations show that this massive structure 
had been covered with rolcanic mud and ashes so long 
before its final burial by the lava from the Ajusco 
cone that at that time abundant vegetation was grow- 
ing on it. 

“When we consider that this pyramid must have been 
built before some great eruption in the vicinity sent 
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Found in Mexico 


forth its deluging shower of ashes, mud and pumice, 
and that this calamity occurred long before the flow 
from Ajusco, which careful calculation places between 
two and three thousand years ago; that no polished 
stone imPlements are found; that the stone impie- 
ments are grinding and polishing stomes, flaked knives, — 
borers and scrapers; that the pottery even near the 
surface is crude and archaic, and that the entire struc- 
ture contains no hewn stone and no cement or plaster 
in any form, we realize that architecture had its begin- 
ning in Mexico long before the Christian era. 

“How long were the people of Cuicuilco in developing 
the ability to rear this massive pyramid? Through how 
many centuries had this American branch of the hu- 
man family struggied before they gained sufficient mas- 
tery of material things and sufiicient social and po- 
litical co-operation and organization to produce such 
results? How many centuries elapsed between the 
building of Cuicuileo and the ornate pyramid of Quet- 
zaicoat! at Teotihucan, which Dr. Gamio estimates was 
built before the first century. A. D.?"

By A COUNTRY HOTEL CLERK 
ROFESSIONAL jokesmiths are always pull- 
ing something on the country hotel, but the 
country hotel never had a chance for a come- 
back. It is about time the village inn had 
its innings. 

The small-town hotel is different from a 
city hotel. The city hotel-is elaborate and 
imposing; it has hundreds and even thousands of 
rooms; it has a mezzanine floor, a ball room, a blue 
room, a green room, a manager of this and a manager 
of that, and rates as imposing as the structure. 

The country hotel is different. Having only a small 
number of rooms, there is no need of being so elab- 
orate. Instead, the country hotel strives to be simple, 
cozy and homelike. 

A difference in patronge is another distinction. Each 
city hotel caters to a certain class—as families or tour- 
ists or drummers. A provincial hotel Keeper cannot 
afford to discriminate; he must cater to all classes. 
Therefore he has a hard job pleasing his patrons. One 
man kicks because the price is too high while another 
man kicks because the price is too low and the room 
is not good enough for him. 

Although the small-tOwn innkeeper has to contend 
with all classes, there are two which never fail him-- 
the traveling salesman all the year round and the 
tourist in season. The small hotel preceded the larger 
by a good many centuries. The earliest approximation 
to an inn was found in the caravanseries of the East. 
They were unfurnished lodging houses, usually Ddelong- 
ing to the state or a mosque, in which caravans and 
merchants might spend the night. It is interesting 
to note that such was the “inn” from which Joseph 
and Mary were turned away on account of a “full 
house.” The result was the Christ was born in a man- 
ger and not in a caravansary. | 

Under the Roman Empire lodging places began to 
appear along the main routes of travel and were known 
as diversoria or stabularia. Horace describes one of 
these places in his “Ss -tires,” the first of innumerable 
satires on the country hotel. These houses were the 
result of increased travel and increased travel was the 
result of the famed Roman roads. What has affected 
travel has affected hotels as well, for the last twenty 
centuries. , 

The next force to affect travel was religion, in the 
form of pilgrimages to the holy shrines. This led to 
the Crusades and the founding of the Hospitalers. 
Chaucer's “Canterbury Tales” pictures the religious 
travelers of this period. 

The Crusades are important in the development of 
the hotel because they started the common people to 
traveling, a habit which they still have. Two modern 
inventions rank with the Crusades as a stimulant for 
travel, the railway and the automobile. 


‘With the rise of the universities, student travel in~- 


search of knowledge spread. It is said that the stage- 
coach was the direct result of student travel. With this 
movement came the true inn, the old English tavern 
called the Biue Pig or the Pink Duck. In the eight- 
eenth century these places played no little part in 
English litefature as the reading of Steele and Addi- 
son will show. 

In the nineteenth century traveling and hotels, side 
by side, advanced with startling rapidity. With in- 
crease in travel caused by the railway came America’s 
second contribution, the mammoth and palatial, metro- 
politan hotel. The modern hotel system dates from, 
progressed with and depends on the railroad. Now can 
the automobile displace the railway and bring back 
its prosperity to the village inn? 

Railroad lines go from city to city, while automobiles 
go from village to village. This new mode of travel 
will not affect city hostelries much, but its effect on 
country hotels is felt more and mofe every day. More 
people are traveling by auto every year. \ The obvious 
result of this is that more city accommodatiuns and 
comnforts are found in smal) towns. 

By reason of its complexity the general public is 
hard to please. You can please all some of the time 
and some all of the time, but you cannot please all 
of them all the time. It can’t be done, that’s all. My 
experience in a Nebraska country hotel has taught 
me this. 

It is unpleasant to discuss that minority of our pat- 
ronage which we are unable to please, but I might as 
well have it over with. One bugaboo of the country 
hote} is the show troupe. Shows that make one-night 
stands are about on their last legs anyway. I’ve found, 
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too, that when theatrical managers run off with the 
payroll, it doesn’t only happen in the “movies,” or in 
dime novels. A dozen or so financially embarrassed, 
hard-boiled actors and actresses are not the pleasantest 
guests a hotel would desire. 

Women, as a general rule, are harder to please than 
men. Men have simple tastes and simple wants. Wom- 
en are more fastidious and are therefore harder to get 
along with. 

Happily, disagreeable guests form a small minority. 
The guests we cater to are overwhelmingly in the ma- 
jority. | 

The good, old-fashioned peddler, more civilly known 
as the traveling salesman or commercial traveler, is 
the guest every small-town hotel wants. He is sought 
for and catered to because he comypses eighty per cent 
of all our trade. He is popular also because he does 
not require any fuss or frills. He wants good, whole- 
some food and a good, clean bed. Of course, there are 
a few variations. 

Another advantage of the commercial trade is that 
there are men on the road twelve months every year. 
Tourists only swarm in hot weather. As proof of the 
popularity of the traveling man, it will be noticed that 
about every tenth country hotel is named the Commer- 
cial or Merchant. 

The automobile, too, has come to the aid of the 
commercial traveler. Formerly he was forced to travel 
by rail, thus wasting his company’s time and money 
by waiting for trains, doubling back, and passing up 
towns. But with an auto, usually belonging to his 
tirm, he can come and go at his own convenience. 
More than haif of the salesmen travel by auto up our” 
way, and the percentage is growing each year. 

’ The commercial traveler,also has his humorous hu- 
man-nature side. Whatever may be his ranking in 
other indoor sports, he certainly excels in one. He 
can take first prize in a gabfest. I really believe that 
traveling salesmen as a class are the most talkative 
of male creatures. He can discuss, intelligently or 
otherwise, anything from Wall street finance to the 
intimate and suppressed details of the latest movie 
scandal. His tongue is his fortune. . 

Although modern hotels are highly commercialized, 
they are not lacking in human interest and occasional- 
ly in romance. Travelers are as varied and as inter- 
c3ting today as they were when Chaucer portrayed 
them in his famous gallery of characters in the “Can- 
terbury Tales.” Some aspiring author would do well 
to modernize the “Tales.” 

We sometimes have guests with no apparent business 
in town at.all. They do not know anyone and no one 
knows them. They eat, sleep and read; they do every- 
thing to pass the time but work. They may stay a 
week or a day. Apparently they avoid cities and they 
secm to be hiding from somebody or something. If 
they would, they could probably tell some interesting 
storics. But it is still a mystery why they want to 
spend their time at a country hotel with nothing to do. 

It is natural that travelers should ask questions, 
foolish and otherwise. Three questions asked most fre- 
quently of the country hotel clerk are:
